Jacob Waggoner died at his resi- 
dence on Chestnut this morning at 
i'clock. He was the oldest resident of 
Cusboctun who had been born in the 


M r. Watfgoner bad not been in the 
best of health for a number of years, 
and two years ago became so ill that 
he rnuld not leave his home, fie bore 
the infirmities of old age with a »a- 
uence that was in itself noble, and 
when five weeks ago he could no long- 
er leave his bed he did not complain. 
From that time until the hour of his 
death he grew weaker and his family 
acd friends knew the end was not far 
distant. He had suffered a great deal, 
but late Sunday eveaing he fell into a 
dreamlesssleep and passed peacefully 
away. 


Funeral services will be conducted 
at ihe residence Wednesday afternoon 
at 3 o'clock, by Rev. Dr. Hunt and 
Rev. Mr. Hamilton, and the remains 
will be laid in their last resting place 
in Oak Ridge cemetery. 
Eighty-four years a»r» Mr. Waggoner 


was born on his father's farm, now the 
Ileskett place, adjoining the city, and 
bis entire life was spent in Cosbocton. 
His interests were closely identified 
with those of his native town, and for 
ialf a century he was in the furniture 
justness and as an undertaker. 
He 
manifested a deep interest in public 
affairs, being freciuently honored by 
:iis townsmen wuh official position. 
The most important office held by Mr. 
Waifironer was that of treasurerof the 
board of education, which position he 
fisled for 19 vears. 
He was a member 


of the nrst board of education in this 
district, and devoted much of his time 
and energy through many years to 
ouilding up the educational system of 
the city- 
Mr. Waggoner was the father of 


eight children three of whom survive, 
Miss Louise and John, of this city .and 
George, of Columbus. Mrs. Waggonei 
died almost five vears ago.
